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Tractor Expedition to France 


United States Food Administration Sends 1,500 Tractor Outfits to Help France Grow Ty 
Million Tons More of Food 


By HENRY MORGENTHAU JR. 


MERICAN tractors—1,500 of them—sent by the 

United States Food Administration, will battle 

hunger in France. When spring comes they will be 
in the field. ; 

French crop production in 1917 was more than one- 
third less than in the year before the war. All able- 
bodied Frenchmen up to 50 years of age are fighting, 
and though the women, children and old men have made 
heroic efforts to 
maintain the ag- 
riculture of the 
country on a 
normal basis, the 
burden has ex- 
ceeded their 
strength and en- 
durance. 


One acre out 
of every four in 
France now lies 
idle from sheer 
lack of man and 
animal power to 
plow, seed and 
harvest crops up- 
on it. So this ex- 
pedition of 1,500 
farm tractors and 
plows with ex- 
perts to put them

French High Commissioner M. Tardieu approved the 
idea on behalf of the French government and we are 
assured that the ordering of these tractors at this time 
will not in the least impair. the supply for our own farm- 
ers. Manufacturers have ample time to produce addition- 
al tractors for the American demand. 

The first 100 tractors were sent to France on the deck 
of a naval transport and the entire number will reach 
there in plenty of time for spring plowing. 

Purchase, shipment and transportation of 1,500 farm 
tractor outfits to France would in time of peace be a 
comparatively simple matter, but today it is made diffi- 
cult by war restrictions and many unusual conditions, All

In some instances the government has advanced 40. per 
cent of the price of the tractors to aid and encourage 
farmers in securing them. 

The tractors and plows in this expedition are being 
purchased by the French High Commission with money 
loaned to them by the treasury department, and the ex- 
pense of the mechanics who accompany them is being 
met by adding a lump sum to the purchase price of the

[Editor’s note: The idea of reinforcing the waning agri- 
cultural strength of France with American tractors originat- 
ed with Henry Morgenthau Jr., who writes this article. Mr. 
Morgenthau is the son of Henry Morgenthau, former Ameri- 
can ambassador to Turkey. The Food Administration has 
designated Henry Morgenthau Jr. to follow the machines to 
France and put them in operation, This article, written just 
before Mr. Morgenthau left for Europe, will be followed later 
in the season by an account of how the tractors were man- 
aged and what they accomplished. 

Readers of the World will be especially interested in 
this article because Mr. Morgenthau is a Holstein breeder 
himself. He has a large farm and a selected herd of Hol- 
steins in Dutchess county, a brief description of which has 
appeared in previous issues of the World. 

Mr. Morgenthau is one of a great many Holstein men 
who are giving their best to the government in the prosezu- 


tion of this war.] 


tractors. Judging from past experience these outfits will 
plow about half a million acres for wheat, potatoes and 
sugar beets this spring, and a million acres for fall planting 
of wheat. | 

When operated in large fields, as in the re-conquered 
zone, the tractors work in batteries of ten, preferably all 
of the same make. With each battery there are ten driv- 
ers, two blacksmiths, two mechanics, one cook, and 4 
manager in charge who has a clerk to assist him. In ad- 
dition, there is a field man who lays out the work for the 
tractors; and several motor trucks which serve as work 
shops, or for hauling provisions, repairs, fuel and sup- | 
plies. ; 

Machines of medium size and relatively simple com- 
struction have been selected. They are of the 9-18 and 
10-20 horsepower sizes. The plows used are self-lift gang 
plows having three 12-inch bottoms. 

These batteries of tractors are subject to the orders 
of the Minister of Agriculture, notwithstanding the fact 
that 75 per cent of the operators are soldiers. The prob- 
lem of getting competent operators and mechanics has 
been one of the most difficult to solve. Mechanics at 
present employed on the batteries of tractors either ate 
men relieved from military obligation, wounded men W 
have not regained their strength, or inexperienced young 
men below draft age. The agricultural service also” 
sought to employ as mechanics cripples from the re-edil- 
cation schools, who have studied mechanical courses ™% 
a few weeks.

hen the manufacturer puts a commodity on th 
market, he knows what it costs him and he bases his sell. 
ing price on these figures. Why is not the farmer en- 
titled to these same rights? He is a producer and he 
knows what it costs him to put a quart of milk jn the 
home of the consumer. Why then must he be denied a 
fair wage for his work by some committee or organiza. 
tion that is not conversant with conditions on the farm? 

True, it is a deplorable state of affairs when the con- 
sumer, especially the little child that is dependent upon 
milk as its main source of diet, must be deprived of its 
food, but the fault is not the farmer’s and he would be 
a philanthropist indeed were he to conduct his business 
at a loss. 

We have been so completely occupied by these con- 
ditions in this country that we have lost sight of the 
situation in foreign countries. The fact remains, however, 
that in the large centers on the other side of the ocean 
people are trying to solve these identical problems. 

The Dairy, which is published in London, comments 
quite at length upon market milk conditions in London, — 
Liverpool, and a number of other points both in England — 
and other European countries, Over there municipal daire 
ies, food control committees, and other organizations are _ 
seeking to, adjust the supply and the demand. At some 
points the supply is so limited that milk cards have been 
issued for children and sick persons. The supply is about 
25 per cent of the normal amount and there is no prospect 
of improvement because of the scarcity of dairy feed. ed 

At some of the points in England the food cimmittees 
have opened milk depots for the purpose of lessening the 
cost of distribution. In Liverpool, the dairymen ate 
working out a comprehensive system of pooling their de 
liveries in order to cut down expenses. ee 

All of this goes to show that the’ problems that are 
facing the producer and the distributor of milk in foreign 
countries are not less trying than they are here. 


Interesting the Young People

Dr. Hubert Work, proprietor of 
Woodcroft Farm of Colorado, writes 
that the yearling son of Changeling 
Tidy Abbeberk Wayne has been put 
at the head of the Columbine herd of 
Holsteins, owned by Spencer Pen- 
rose, the wealthy breeder located at 
Colorado Springs, Colo.

The past 
year showed a gain of 37 per cent in 
number of associations. - The cows 
tested are approximately one per cent 
of all the dairy cows in the United 
States.

LEGUMES BOOST WINTER 
FEEDING. 


Cows may be expected to maintain 
their milk yields in winter as well 
when fed legumes, like clover, alfalfa 
or soybean hay, along with some 
-grain, as when given a different kind 
. of roughage with comparatively large 
quantities of grain. Such home- 
grown feeds make milk production 
cheaper than when grains must be 
bought. The legumes fit in well in 
farm practices; they increase soil fer- 
tility, and they supply protein and 
mineral matter, essentials to growth 
sand milk production, in larger quan- 
“tity than any other class of roughages. 





Cows fed soybean hay with a little 
grain and corn silage in two feeding 
tests conducted at the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station kept up their milk flow 
as well as other cows fed mainly grain 
along with some corn silage and 
stover. Twenty cows were fed in 
the two tests extending over 137 days. 
The same conclusion was drawn from 
another test with six cows fed mainly 
alfalfa hay in one lot and largely grain 
in the second. The legumes were able 
to replace such high-priced concen- 
trates as cottonseed meal and bran 
and the cost of the milk was thus re- 
duced. 

Where legumes are not available 





this winter, such concentrates must be 
fed along with the poorer roughages 
if maximum milk yield is obtained. 
Plans can be made now, however, for 
growing legumes next season. Clover 
has proved practically as valuable as 
alfalfa hay for dairy cows when 

in equal quantities and with home 
grown grains. Either crop started 
next spring will produce hay in 1919. 
Soybeans planted in May or June can 
yield a hay crop of two to two anda 
half tons per acre next summer. Some ~ 
home-grown feeds, such as corm ane” 
oats, when fed with the legume eo!

BADGER STATE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN BREEDERS ADOPT 
CONSTRUCTIVE PUBLIC AUCTION SALES POLICY 


By C. J. SCHROEDER, Secretary 


In accordance with the plan _ pro- 
posed and voted at the Twenty-sixth 
Annual Convention of the Holstein- 
‘Friesian Breeders’ Association of 
Wisconsin, held at Burlington, Wis., 
on January 9-10, 1918, to annually 
hold a two-day public auction sale of 
strictly high class Holstein-Friesian 
cattle under the auspices of this asso- 
ciation, it has been decided by the 
board of officers that the first sale 
shallbe held on April 25-26, 1918, at 
the Wisconsin state fair grounds at 
Milwaukee. 

The plan is to make this first annu- 
al Wisconsin Holstein Breeders’ Sale 
a preliminary event to the National 
Holstein sale, which will be held at 
Milwaukee on June 6th and 7th, in 
connection with the annual conven- 
tion of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America: The interest this 
state sale will arouse among Hol- 
stein breeders will enthuse many to 
attend the latter event. ; 

In accordance, also, with the action 
taken at the Burlington. state associa- 


tion convention, the board of officers 
has perfected a set of rules and con- 
ditions to govern the conduct of the 
sale and its consignments of cattle, 
and these were unanimously adopted 
at a recent special meeting of the as- 
sociation, held at the college of ag- 
riculture at Madison. The rules and 
conditions thus adopted are as fol- 
lows: 


1. Consignments shall be limited to 125 
cataloged head; of which not more than one- 
fifth shall be bulls. 

2. All animals consigned must be _ tuber- 
culin tested, and guaranteed free from tuber- 
culosis subject to retest 60 days after the date 
of sale. 

3. All animals of breeding age consigned 
must be guaranteed breeders. Should any 
prove non-breeders, owner must refund the 
purchase price to the buyer on the return of 
the animal to him in good condition. 

4. Females over two years old must be 
safe in calf or -shall have produced a calf 
pe six months prior to the date of the 
sale. 

5. In no case will any animal be accepted 
for return to the owner under any of the 
three foregoing conditions unless the buyer 
has, on taking the same from the sale grounds 
after the sale, kept it in proper quarantine,

14. There shall be appointed by the board 
of officers of this association a egeneral man- 
ager, who shall receive pay not to exceed $200 
and expenses and it shall be his duty to se 
cure consignments to the sale, to arrange for 
the preparation of the catalogs and the sale 
grounds, provide the necessary forage for the 
animals at sale time, and to hire under the 
direction of the board of officers, three auc- 
tioneers and a sale manager for the conduct

15. A committee on advertising of which 
the general manager shall be a member shall 
have full charge of all advertising and pub-

17. Each consignor will be charged his 
pro rata share of the total cost of the sale 
for each animal cataloged, based on the to 
net cost of the sale, plus 1 per cent of the 
total proceeds of the sale to be paid into the 
treasury of this association. 

That the annual sale thus to be held 
by the Holstein-Friesian Breeders 
Association of Wisconsin is to be @ 
permanent institution governed by a 
constructive public auction sales 
policy may readily be judged from 
the foregoing rules and conditions. 
Its purpose is to establish an abso- 
lutely reliable market for Wisconsin's 
most highly bred Holstein-Friesian 
cattle, in which both the buyers an 
sellers’ interest will be carefully er 
guarded, and in which the careful,

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Speaking of Long-time and Short-time Tests. 


For a number of years I have be- 
lieved in and advocated the yearly 
record, and it is very gratifying to see 
the keen interest that is now being 
manifested in the subject. Right here 
let me register my unqualified’ admi- 
ration for the men who.conceived the 
plan of the official seven-day test, and 
the men with the foresight and cour- 
age to blaze the trail for the hun- 
dreds who,have followed, the hun- 
dreds who have shown the world the 


marvelous ability of the Holstein- 
Friesian cow. ; 
It is the official test—the official 


‘seven-day test—that has. made the 
Holstein-Friesian the most popular of 
the dairy breeds, but I very much fear 
that its days of usefulness are num- 
bered, if they have not already passed. 
In the early days of the test, when a 
cow was tested under fairly normal 
conditions, that is, before the feeder’s 
art became so great a factor in the 
testing of the Holstein-Friesian, a 
seven-day record was something of an 
index to a cow’s producing ability. 


After freshening, a cow should in- 


crease in milk production until she 
reaches her maximum, in about a 
month, after which her flow de- 


creases. This decrease has been found 
to be something like 6 to 8 per cent 
each month for the first seven months 
after which the decrease is about 11 
per cent; that is, each month’s produc- 
tion will average about 6 to 8 per 
cent less than the preceding month 
for the first seven months after fresh- 
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ening, after which the decrease will 
be about 11 per cent each month. This 
monthly decrease in milk flow is 
merely the average and is far from 
being true of all cows. Some cows 
decrease rapidly and are dry in’ five 
or six months, while I could mention 
a cow that reached her maximum pro- 
duction during the sixth month. 

Then too, under present methods of 
seven-day testing, we have no means 
of judging as to just how much of the 
fat production is due to the ability 
of the cow and how much to the

method of feeding and the pressure 
she was placed under; how much but- 
terfat came from her feed and how 
much from the fat stored in her 
bodily tissues. We can, however, 
make a fair guess based on averages. 
The average test of the Holstein- 
Friesian cow is very close to 3.37 
per cent, and the amount of fat she 
produces in seven days in excess of 
the amount she would have produced 
at a test of 3.37 per cent is the 
amount she has taken from her back.

interesting figures relating to this 
subject. Among the 25 highest seven- 
day fat records in the aged cow class 
we find 17 testing above 4% per cent. 
11 above 5 per cent, seven above SY, 
per cent, four above 6 per cent Be, 
the average of the 25 is 4.86 per cent 
In the yearly division we find the 
average per cent fat for all records 
accepted in the full-age class is 337 
per cent. To make these large séven- 
day records, cows must be given a 
long rest and heavily fed in prepara- 
tion for the test. The more quickly 
a cow goes dry the more readily can 
she be prepared for the next test, 
These cows then, that naturally have 
but a short lactation period, are the 
ones selected to make the large rec- 
ords and have been used most exten- 
sively for breeding purposes. Is this 
constructive breeding? Should we per- 
petuate these families whose tendency 
is for a short working term and a 
long vacation? To me this condition 
is a serious menace to the future wel- 
fare of the breed. 


It is not enough that a cow be 
able, after a long period of prepara- 
tion and skillful handling, to make a 
large short-time record; she must, un- 
der a normal, sane and honest busi-

mess system, produce a profitable 
amount of milk during a normal lac- 
tation period. The ultimate market 
for registered Holsteins is the farmer 
and dairyman and their basis of judg- 
ment is the ability of the animal to 
pay dividends on the money and time 
invested. The time is fast approach- 
ing when the long-time records for 
production, especially for milk and for 
total solids, will be the standard, and 
the number of days the cow is in calf 
during the test will be given far more 
serious attention. In other words, 
these things will be brought down to 
a sane and practical working basis. 
The practical farmer and dairyman 
and the breeder who has the best in- 
terest of the breed at heart are not in- 
terested so much in what a cow can 
do for seven days under high pressure 
and forced draught, as in what she 
can do during the other 358 days in 
the year under normal conditions. 


The principal objection to, or at 
least the principal argument against, 
the lactation period record is its cost. 
Let me suggest that a large part of 
this cost would be met by the _ in- 
creased amount of milk produced by 
a cow that is not pushed for seven 
days and then dried off. Of course, 
it would not pay to run one cow for a 
year’s record unless she were an un- 
usually good cow, but it costs little 
more to run a dozen on semi-official 
test than to run one, and this brings 
the expense for each record down to 
a very reasonable amount. 

In his splendid article in your De- 
cember 15th issue, Mr. Stevens sug- 
gests that the test work be “super- 
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vised after the present method of the 
cow testing associations.” Undoubt- 
edly many of the men who are doing 
the testing for cow testing associa- 
tions are competent to do the work 
of supervising for our semi-official 
tests, and in such cases these men 
could be made available. Where 
these cow testing associations are 
not too far removed from each other 
and the testers are competent men. 
they could exchange places often 
enough to comply with the rules for 
semi-official records. In this way the 
cost could be reduced without leav-

ing the records open to suspicion. We 
should not, I am sure, allow the re- 
moval of any of the safeguards 
placed around the semi-official test by 
our most efficient superintendent of 
Advanced Register. These semi-offi- 
cial records must be kept absolutely 
above suspicion. There must be no 
opportunity offered to question the 
reliability of the test. Each step must 
be so carefully guarded that the most 
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skeptical will be convinced that the 
results arrived -at through the semi- 
official test approximate very closely 
the exact amounts as would be shown 
by a strictly official test over the 
same period of time. 

It is possible that some plan can 
be devised whereby we can publish, 
possibly in pamphlet form, records as 
now supervised by cow testing asso- 
ciations, but I am firmly convinced 
that it would be a mistake to accept 
generally such records for publication 
in the association Blue Book. I have 
had a little experience with a cow 
testing association. However, this 
matter certainly deserves the most 
careful consideration. 

Now as a matter of cold, hard fact, 
is it not the seven-day record that is 
the costly record? Costly in de- 
creased production of milk. What do 
we gain by a test that costs $25 less 
in cash if it costs 5,000 pounds of 
milk in decreased total production? 

It seems to me that a splendid op- 
portunity is offered wealthy owners’ 
of Holsteins right now by showing 
what the breed can do in a year’s 
work under normal conditions. Horse 
men do not think very much of the 
little brown mare that distances the 
field the first heat and “gets the flag” 
in the second. 

Now the Holstein cow, the aver- 
age Holstein cow, is not a “four 


flusher;” she. can deliver the goods 
the year around and it is up to the 
members of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation to let the world know it. 
If our wealthy owners will only work 
as hard to make good yearly records

There is plenty of 
room for both tests and I think that 
every breeder should do the best he 
can in each class, be it seven-day or 
yearly. ' 

While the yearly test is only avail- 
able to the man who can afford the 
luxuries, it should be encouraged as 
much as possible, and I, for one, 
would like to see wealthy men, who 
can afford to do it, take up the yearly 
work and boost it along, but at the 
same time do all they can for the 
other classes of tests. Every good 
record, whether of short or long du- 
ration, is a step in the right direction. 
and I would like to see the men i- 
terested in yearly work put up their 
hammers and help boost instead of 
knocking.—G. H. Gardner, Ohio. 





I have read with much interest 
Floyd Stevens’ “House of Holstein, 
also articles by other writers relative 
to the short- and long-time tests, an 
Mr. Stevens seems to have the best 
plan of all in my estimation. 

I find that the chief objection to the 
long-time test is that it requires much 
labor and is very expensive and also 
that many cows which make 
month or yearly records do not 
freshen in 12 or 15 months, as every 
real dairy cow should. 

To me the 10-month test seems the 
practical one, as then the cow cow 











have a two-month rest and freshen 
in good shape within the year. Why 
does not the association adopt the 
Canadian method of requiring every 
cow with a long-time record to fresh- 
en within 15 months? I would sug- 
gest making it 14 months instead of 
15 months as that would give a cow 
sufficient rest. 

As it requires much labor and is 
very expensive to make long-time rec- 
ords, why would it not be a wise plan 
to test a cow for seven days, as is 
done now, and again for seven days 
at three months and also for seven 
days again at 10 months after fresh- 
ening, as by so doing it would be 
possible to average the three and 
learn whether she was a yearly pro- 
ducer or was pulling some short-time 
camouflage?—J. T. Reagan, New 
York.

The report of the Steel 
(Minn.) Cow Test Associabinetl 
the month of January is interesting 
from the standpoint of the Holsteire 
Friesian breeder. According to this 
report, 63 cows have produced 0 - 
40 pounds of butterfat each. These ds 
cows average 49 pounds each for th 
month. Of the lot, 40 were purebred 
and Holstein-Friesians predominate 
very decidedly, as will be noted trues 
a following classifications. = 

mong the aged cows th 
34 that gave over 40 pounds cach, ta 
of this number 30 were either 
registered or grade Holsteins, One 
was a grade Jersey and three were 
Shorthorns. The aged class had the 
high cow. She is owned by L, F 
Taylor and she is a registered Hol- 
stein. Dale Jewel Abbekerk js her 
name and her production js 81,83 
pounds of fat from 2,123 pounds of 
milk. She increased the record of 
the high cow for December by .57 
of a pound of fat. 


In the four-year-old class, there are 

six cows and five of them are Hol- 
steins. The leader is a grade Hol- 
stein that gave 51.74 pounds of fat 
from 642 pounds of milk. 


In the three-year-old class there are 
17 that produced over 40 pounds and 
all but four of these are Holsteins, 
The high cow in this group is Cream- 
elle Ormsby Johanna, a registered 
Holstein owned by E. T. Winship, 
who is president of the Minnesota Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders’ Association 
and is a very enthusiastic promoter of 
Holsteir-Friesian interests generally. 
Creamelle’s record for the month is 
59.23 pounds of fat from 1,823 pounds 
of milk. 

When it comes to the two-year-old 
heifers, there are six that have sur- 
passed the 40-pound mark and these 
are all Holsteins. The leader belongs 
to Mr. Winship and her record is 
52.08 pounds of fat from 1,674 pounds 
of milk. 

This is an exceptional report. The 
county is strongly Holstein in its sen- 
timent and the breeders of registered 
cattle are enthusiastic in supporting 
the cow test association work. 


It has been found in experimental 
work that when the soil is rich or 
has plenty of available plant food 
it will produce a greater yield with the 
same amount of rain. This is nicely 
illustrated in practical farming. In 
the season of small rainfall, as in 1917, 
the field that had the available fer- 
tility produced the biggest crop. This 
is one thing that can be controlled 
and it increases the crop in the year 
with good growing conditions, but 
much more so in the unfavorable sea~ 
son. In livestock farming a variety 
of crops are grown and some of them 
are fed and the manure returned to 
the soil which results in having the 
soil in better condition for plant 
growth than is possible when one crop 
is grown continuously. In many cases 
it has been found profitable to raise 
stock even with a loss on the live- 
stock, this loss being more than made 
up in the increased yields that come 
from the crops being rotated and the 
manure applied to the land.—Agricul- 
tural Experiment Department, Nort 
Dakota Agricultural College.

Steele County (Minn.) Dairymen to 
Increase Efficiency 


That Steele county, Minnesota, 
dairymen will increase the efficiency 
of their already productive herds and 
will get busy to build up their butter 
business, which amounted to more 
than $1,000,000 worth from 12 town- 
ships this past year, was self-evident 
at the annual meeting of the Steele 
County Holstein Association. 

The meeting was held at Owaton- 
na on Lincoln’s birthday and over 
400 dairymen, most of them Holstein 
breeders, got the message to speed 
up the biggest industry of the 
county. 

So important did the merchants of 
Owatonna consider this event that 
they financed the program which 
consisted of musical talent, readings 
and a cow talk by Charles Nelson of 
Iowa, the cow “Billy Sunday.” 

Mr. Gousseff, county agricultural 
agent and Mr. Stuewe, of The Owa- 
tonna Journal-Chronicle, have fur- 
nished the World readers with this 
account of the meeting. 

At the Round Table discussion the 
following points were brought out by 
the speakers: 

E. T. Winship, president of the 
Minnesota Holstein Association, re- 
marked as follows, while acting as 


toastmaster: “The whole _ salvation 
of the. county depends on the cow. 
With moneyed interests ‘trying to 


compete with the pure butter inter- 


ests it is up to the producers to win 
their own game.” 

In speaking about cow testing as- 
sociation work, V. Gousseff, 
county agricultural agent for Steele 
county, remarked as follows: “The 
time is coming when dairymen will 
have to fight to protect their dairy 
interests. The only way to keep it 
going right is to cut the costs. There 
is just one way to find out whether 
you are working-for the cow or 
whether she is working for you, and 
that is through the cow testing asso- 
ciation.” 

Finley McMartin, president of the 
Milking Short Horn Club of Amer- 
ica, gave greetings from the Short 
Horn club to the Holstein breeders, 
and assured them there was room for 
all breeds. 


Discussions were taken up by T. 
E. Cashman, M. T. McCrady and 
Frank Sloan relative to building up 
the dairy business in Steele county. 

Unquestionably the principal event 
on the program was the talk by Mf. 
Nelson. This was one of his charaec- 
teristic addresses in which he spoke 
fearlessly and _ straight from the 
heart. Mr. Nelson has made a fe- 
markable success with his own dairy » 
work and he has accomplished these 
things not through any special tech- 
nical training, but through studying

the condition of the farmers by bring- 
ing better blood into the herds of the 
county. 

“The greatest study today is agri 
culture, and we need the brain part 
of man to work it out.” 

“Whenever you buy cattle, buy 
purebreds. Put your brain in the 
cow.” 

“When you get 160 acres of your 
own land around you do not buy any 
more, but invest what profit you 
make by putting another 160 on top 
of the one you now own. Then put anl- 
other 160 and still another 160 on top 
of each other. You can keep right 
on doing this by improving the farm 
and stock on it.’ This is Mr. Net 
son’s way of urging greater produc- 
tion without increased acreage 
There is a wealth of logic in his idea. 
It is just what he speaks of as farm- 
ing from the eyes up. He deplores 
the exploiting of the land which 
means fields robbed of their produc 











tive capacity by being only half cul- 

j d. 
Oar other point that Mr. Nelson 
never fails to mention is the upbuild- 
ing of the home. He believes in 
homes which abound in culture and 
comfort. His own home is _ typical 
along these lines. He does not for a 
moment hesitate to invest in those 
things which add to the pleasures of 
home and which make life easier and 
more delightful for its inmates. 

This meeting was the most success- 
ful event ever attempted by the cattle 
men of Steele county, and is the be- 
ginning of a movement for greater 
efficiency in the production of one of 
the greatest products manufactured— 
butter. 

After the program about 50 mem- 
bers were enrolled in the Steele 
County Holstein Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, and further than this a commit- 
tee was appointed to consider the 
adoption of a brand for Steele county 
butter. The output of the creameries 
in the county is of sufficient quality 
and quantity to warrant such a policy 
and it would unquestionably prove of 
value to the breeders and the dairy- 
men.

Not Too Much Used. 


Since the retrenching on fat 
come up able scientists and econo- 
mists are discussing it with a view of 
finding out whether we do consume 
more than needed, as the administra- 
tion states. The New York Com- 
mercial believes and endeavors to 
prove that this nation would be 
healthier and less susceptible to dis- 
ease, particularly tuberculosis, if the 
fat per cent were increased rather 
than diminished. During war,. of 
course, we must share with those who 
have none, but this organ thinks it 
should be from necessity, not because 
we consume more than is really 
needed. “Americans do not eat 
enough fats and oils and part of what 
they do eat is prepared in the wrong 
way. Children should be taught to 
eat more fats than most of them do. 
Practically all children and young 
persons who display a _ tuberculosis 
tendency dislike fat meat, butter or 
olive oil, while very few who eat fats 
and oils freely die of consumption. 
When the disease is contracted, the 
common treatment is to give the pa- 
tient all the fats and oils he can be 
induced to swallow. Deep breathing, 
apples and other fresh fruit, plenty of 
water and a rich fat diet are the best 

reventives of pulmonary tubercu- 
osis and also the best cures. Fruits 
help the digestion of fats in some 
mysterious way and do the work best 
when eaten at the same meal. The 
best fats are cream, butter, bacon fat, 
olive oil, and beef fats. Our food ad- 
ministrators should not decrease in 
any way the present consumption of 
fats, for it is less than it should he 
and the people of this country would 
be healthier if they consumed more, 
provided the frying-pan were not 
overworked.” *

A resolution favoring side tracks 
along our highways for horse drawn 
vehicles was unanimously passed. 

The following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted: 

WHEREAS we, the members of t 
Lawrence County Holstein-Friesian. Breelay 
Club, assembled at Canton, January 25, 1918, 
recognize that tuberculosis and other diseases 
constitute the greener dangers to the dairies 
of our state today, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that 
we favor the division of the state into dis- 
tricts of proper size to be thoroughly coy- 
ered by a competent veterinarian with his as- 
sociates in making a physical examination of 
ail the herds in the state, 

If this examination is thorough and compe- 
tent, and all herds compelled to submit to it, 
we believe it to be a far step in advance to- 
wards eradicating some of our most preva- 
lent diseases, and we heartily welcome and 
urge legislation along these lines. 

We believe legislation of this kind must 
eliminate duplication of dairy inspection by 
city inspectors and prove far more effective 
than the present method which is a mere 


farce, 
We also believe that pasteurizing of skim 


milk and whey should be ‘compelled. at the 
factories and stations. We want no uncer. 
tainty as to the pasteurizing being properly 


done. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that 
we urge legislation along these lines and that 
a copy of these resolutions be forwarded to 
the Council of Farms and Markets.

A Letter from Camp Devens to Prof. Wing 


Prof. H. H. Wing, Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N. Y. 


Dear Professor Wing: 

It has been some time since I left your employment, and many 
a time I have wished that I was back at my former position again, 
I have often longed for a bit of news from the department in regard 
to how the supervising of tests is progressing and the number of 
men on the road at present. 

You probably will be interested to know something about military 
life at Camp Devens which consists of many military formations, 
some of which are as follows: Reveille being the morning call, bugle 
blowing at 6:15 and 6:30 a. m., followed by mess breakfast at seven. 
‘Directly after, daily schedules of drills and exercises executed with 
strict discipline. We have our noon meal at twelve, followed t 
trench digging, !ectures and manual of arms. Our last formation is 
known as retreat and bugle call at 4:30 p. m. This closing forma- 
tion is a very solemn military formation, the men standing at strict 
attention presenting arms while the officers are saluting and the 
“Star Spangled Banner” is being played by the regimental band. In 
the absence of the band the buglers from each company assembled at 
the regimental headquarters substitute “to the colors.” 

After having our last mess, which is at 5 p. m., we have the re- 
mainder of the evening to ourselves and spend many pleasant 
evenings visiting the Y. M. C. A.’s and theatres. Many lecturers, 
dancers, singers, soloists, magicians and many other entertainers 
donate their services or are employed through the Y. M. C. A. You 
can readily see it is hard to become homesick, although we can’t help 
thinking about our former associates. All lights are out in the bar- 
racks at 9 p. m., giving the boys who wish to retire at this hour an 
opportunity to sleep. The long, lonesome notes of taps ring through 
the darkness at 10 p. m., the call bringing supreme silence throughout 
the camp. : 

A person entering Camp Devens after 10 p. m._ will sooner or 
later be challenged by some sentinel. These sentinels are posted 
throughout the camp, each company forming its guard in turn. You 
can readily see how necessary the business of a civilian would have 
to be in order to be passed, all soldiers having passes at this hour. 

Trusting this letter will give you some idea of the life at Camp

Farm machinery represents labor 
as never before and must be substi- 
tuted for the constantly decreasing 
manpower that has entered the 
army’s service or the industrial cen- 
ters. 

The implement or machine not in 
workable condition is most certainly 
not an asset to the government dur- 
ing war times, when farm produc- 
tivity must be brought to the maxi- 
mum. Our government has seen the 
économical necessity of urging upon 
farmers the better care and housing 
of farm operating equipment. Now 
comes an opportunity for every farm- 
er to furthér extend his effectiveness 
and make increased production more 
sure. 

The first week in March has been 
named National Implement Inspec- 
tion and Repair Week. During this 
week every farmer in the land _ will 
be expected to inspect first-hand all 
implements and machinery that will 
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be necessary in handling the spring 
crops. 

The big drive for inspection has 
two features in mind: First, that 
every farmer determine what broken 
parts or nearly worn-out parts of his 
various implements must be replaced; 
second, to determine what of his ma- 
chinery is so nearly worn out that to 
repair would be impracticable, where- 
as the purchase of new machinery 
would be advisable. 

During the first week of March, 


‘the national inspection is to be fol- 


lowed up by the farmers placing their 
orders for repair parts and new ma- 
chines, as the particular conditions 
require. The time is as essential as 
the act. Heretofore, it has not been 
difficult for farmers to get machinery 
and repair parts at about the time de- 
sired, but this is a year of different 
situations—we are at war. Manufac- 
turers of farm operating equipment 
are confronted with serious shortages 
of material and labor with which to 
make up machinery. Transportation 
facilities are greatly «disturbed, and

In your letter which you have asked 
to have answered through the World, 
you speak of Fleishman’s. I do not 
know what this is. I have an idea 
that you mean vinegar grains which 
would be something like distillers 
grains, but not so valuable. I do not 
konw the analysis of Fleishman’s, so 
I can only consider that they are a 
fairly high protein grain. _ : 

My criticism of the grain mixture 
is that it does not contain enough 
protein. I find it necessary to have 
one-half the grain mixture high pro- 
tein grains when fed with mixed hay 
and silage in order to get enough 
protein for the animals. I suggest 
that you increase the amount of 
Buffalo gluten. feed and cottonseed 
meal will make up one-half the grain 
mixtire.: I think you will find it 
necessary to feed one pound of grain 
to three pounds of milk in order to 


‘keep up the 40-pound milk production.

Freight congestion resulting from 
weather and car shortage has pro- 
duced an acute feed situation in the 
east, particularly in New York and 
New England.
